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DETAILED ACTION 
General status 

1 . This is a First Action on the Merits. Claims 1 - 14 are pending in the 
case and are being examined. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1 ) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "6" has been used to designate both terminal (the 
specification page 4, line 29) and laminar support (the specification page 5, line 1). In 
addition numeral 6 has also been used for lug' (the specification page 6, line 33). 

4. The drawings are objected to because they fail to show conductive element 18a, 
as described in the specification. 

5. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
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prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important 
that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal 
phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

7. 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
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clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: page 5, lines 18, refers to "conductive 
elements 17a, 18a", page 8, line 33 refers to "conductive elements 17, 18" and line 35, 
of the same page refers to "mating surfaces 17a, 18a", page 9, line 2, refers to "shaped 
plate 17, 18", line 15 refers to "the slide 17a". 

8. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 4, line 
30, "first 8" should be corrected as -first 7-. 

Only few of the deficiencies are pointed above, Applicant should review all the 
disclosure and make necessary corrections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

10. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification is unclear about what 
constitutes terminals and what constitutes laminar supports, for example, the 
specification on page 4, lines 29-30, refers to numerals 6 and 8 as central and first 
terminals, whereas on page 5, lines 1-2, the same numerals describes numerals 6 and 
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8 as laminar supports. In the same manner, claim 1, describes the terminals and 
laminar supports with the same numerals 6 and 8, thereby making the description 
vague. 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claims 1 - 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , the phrase "in particular" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the same oscillation axis" in lines 8-9. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1, line 11-12, it is not clear which element is being referred to by recitation 
"each element". 

Claim 1 , line 27, it is not clear what is meant by "said switch being wherein." 

1 3. The Examiner has pointed out only few of the deficiencies, the Applicant is 
required to review all the claims and make necessary corrections.
